Acclimates Small 
Children to Life

"At four and n half to five 
years of ago mosl children enter 
Uindernarlon, which is a prop:-,- 
alion for t'oi'iiial school work. 
Since schools are for the pur- 
pose of helping children live 
fuller, loaehors in kindergarten 
'Concern themselves wMh firsl 
helping children find their place 
MS an integral part, of the 
g r o u p,'' Superintendent ' of 
Schools .T. H. Hull said recently. 
"Only a very few children are 
at ease with other children their 
own ago. This condition begins 
to be corrected from the first 
day in school," he added. A 
sample program of the day 
would show why:

9:00 Attendance and records; 
9:10 music and songs, marching, 
clapping to music, rhythms, 
Looby-Loo, etc.; 9:30 free play 
with toys, blocks, trucks, tea 
sets, tinker toys; 9:55, toys put 
away; 10:00, lavatory; 10:10, 
play period outside building (or­ 
ganized and unorganized); 10:30, 
milk, lunch, rest; 10:50 lavatory; 
11:00 clay, crayola, scissors or 
some form of creative activity; 
11:30, story time; 12:00, dismis­ 
sal.

"On some days the program is 
not followed per so. Each item 
does have a very definite reason 

being there," Hull said, 
"itann's, for instance, are great 
teaching devices. In them we 
learn words, tunes, directions, 
tolerance, fair play, and tho list 
of learnings is endless. Other 

lings which arc riot in the daily 
program, as such, arc a part of 
the weekly program. At least 
twice a week tho teacher sees 
that, oach child' is given tho op­ 
portunity of standing (in order 
for all to see and enjoy) and 
telling some interesting incident 
in which they tiro a part," ho 
added.

According to Fannie Boasley,
ndergarten teacher at tho Wal- 

loria School, kindergarten teach­ 
ers get credit for helping chil­ 
dren overcome timidity, shyness 
and a deep-seated reserve, when 
in reality that credit should go 
to tho set-up of the school, she 
said.

"Credit must bo given them, 
however, for tho constant study | 
of each child to determine his 
strength and weaknesses, and ', 
for her untiring efforts to help 
the child be happy with his ad­ 
venture in group living. Each 
child has a right to be happy 
in that adventure, and it is the 
duty of the teacher to see that 
he is happy," she added.

"Our school has been well sup­ 
plied with equipment and toys; 
desks and chairs fit tho chil­ 
dren's size requirements and our 
room is bright and cheerful. 
Toys are supplied whit-h will 
help develop skills, coordination 
and cooperation. In surroundings 
like these, an approach to the 
art of living together in kinder­ 
garten bridges the gap from 
home to formal school work," 
she concluded.
